County split proponents 
ready second 'bombshell' 


After dropping what he considered one 
••bombshell” 
that could 
facilitate a 
favorable vote on a proposed plan to split 
Santa Barbara County into two counties. 
Fifth District administrative aide Larry 
Lavagnino has now disclosed he has 
another attention-getting announcement 
ready to let go 'shortly.” 


Earlier. Lavagnmo, chief assistant to 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, said he had 
unearthed the fact that if the proposition 
went to a vote to set up a new Los Padres 
County in the north, it could become a 
reality if a simple majority vote in favor 
was registered separately in the north 
county and the entire affected county. 


He said County Counsel George Kading 
and the office of Sen. John Knox, of Rich­ 
mond. the legislator involved with the 
law w h ich s e ts up co u n ty sp lit 
procedures, were in agreement with the 
liberalized version of the law made 
known this year. 


Lavagnino said he and F letcher 
previously had been led to believe that a 


new county could be set up only if there 
were separate majority votes in favor in 
the north county and the south county 
The Santa Maria county official, who 
said he wasn't at liberty at the moment 
to rev ea l the n atu re of the new 
“bombshell." stated that work is going 
ahead on a feasibility report which 
Fletcher's office hopes will show that it 
will be advantageous to county tax­ 
payers to have a split countv. 


There have been reports that the 
report will endeavor to picture a tax rate 
for the proposed new county the first 
year. 
The new interpretation of the law- 
allowing counties to split obviously has 
given new heart to the campaign within 
the Fletcher camp to try to divide the 
county. 


Lavagnino pointed out that under the 
new interpretation the split could more 
ea sily be achieved m erely with a 
landsiide vote in the north county. This 
could overcome a less than majority 


vote on the South Coast — if that should 
happen — he showed, so long as the en­ 
tire affected county vote was in the 
majority 
However, observers who have voiced 
doubt about the need and value of split­ 
ting the county have now taken the posi­ 
tion that Fletcher suffered a setback 
when he failed to get new county 
redistricting approved along boundary 
lines which were in tune with the county 
split proposal 
The redistricting program approved by 
the supervisors keeps Lake Cachuma in 
the Third District, which is essentially a 
South County district, and also puts in 
the Third District coastal areas west of 
G aviota including H ollister Ranch 
properties which Fletcher would have 
preferred to keep in the domain of north 
county supervisors. 
The old Hollister Ranch which is being 
subdivided into parcels for wealthy 
persons contains a site which may be 
destined to become a liquified natural 
gas complex 
Its assessed valuation 


potential would be tremendous and could 
provide substantial tax revenues for any 
north cou n ty, as County Auditor- 
Controller Paul Floyd has pointed out 
Those hoping for a Los Padres County 
could have been banking on such future 
tax revenues along with a related 
petroleum com plex which has been 
talked about for the Pt Conception area 
County officials in Santa Barhara also 
point out it has been no secret that l,os 
Padres County proponents were also 
looking at likelihood of a split involving 
the south portion of Santa Luis Obispo 
County taking in the Diablo Canyon 
nuclear project area If this area joined 
with the north county’s new proposed 
county government — with Santa Maria 
as the hub city, there would also be the 
large tax benefits from the nuclear 
plant, according to county observers, to 
add to presently high revenues from the 
north county oil fields, large north 
county industries, and the now written 
off proposed LNG plant east of Pt 
Conception. 
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Offshore oil site bidding 
begins under legal cloud 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - Oil com ­ 
panies bid millions of dollars today for 
the chance to search for oil beneath the 
waters off the Southern California Coast. 
With more than 1.000 persons on hand. 
Interior Department officials opened 
bids for the right to drill exploratory 
wells on 1.3 million acres of ocean floor, 
an area bigger than Rhode Island 
Among the early high bids was one for 
more than $33 million for a single tract 
and another for $12 2 million. 
As the bidding progressed, oil com ­ 
pany executives kept track of the offers 
and many of them maintained telephone 
contact with their home office 


The bids were opened by William E. 
Grant, manager of the Los Angeles of­ 
fice of the Bureau of Land Management. 
Grant said 166 bids had been received on 
70 of the 231 tracts scheduled for leasing 
The total of the high bids isn't expected 
to be released for several days and there 
will be no immediate award of the 
leases. Grant said. 
Lawyers for the state and 14 city and 
county governments said Wednesday 
they would press for trial in U.S. District 
Court in Washington. D C ., of a suit 
aimed at declaring the sale invalid.

Democratic and Republican leaders to­ 
day said they thought the Senate would 
override a veto by President Ford of a 
tax cut extension. 
Warning that if the cuts are not ex­ 
tended, it would cause a “ sev ere” 
economic reversal, Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield told reporters, “ We’ve 
got the votes here to override a veto.” 
Republican leader Hugh Scott also 
said, “It’s likely (to be overridden) in 
the Senate. I don’t know about the 
House.” Scott declined to indicate how 
he would vote on a Ford tax cut veto. 
Ford has said he will veto the measure 
unless it includes a federal spending ceil­ 
ing. 
Speaker Carl Albert said the House has 
tentatively set Tuesday for action on the 
tax cut measure. Despite Albert's hope 


that Congress can adjourn for the year 
by the following Thursday or Friday, he 
said “ that would still leave the President 
time to veto or sign the measure and for 
us to act on a veto.” 
Mansfield said that “ Dem ocratic op­ 
position (to a veto) is very, very solid If 
this tax cut isn’t extended, it's going to 
cause a severe reversal in the economic 
situation.” 
Scott and his deputy, Sen. Robert P. 
Griffin, urged Congress to cooperate 
with the President and attach a spend­ 
ing ceiling to the tax bill.

Ozer immediately asked 
that Andretta be cited for contempt 
U.S. District Court Judge Ralph M 
Freeman, who one day earlier granted 
him immunity, ordered Andretta to jail 
until he agrees to answer grand jury 
questions 
Andretta refused to testify, he said, 
because his lawyer is ill 
The government contends the lawyer, 
William E 
Bufalino, cannot represent 
Andretta because he also represents 
clients Andretta might testify against

One oil company source, saying that 
“ if anybody puts big bids out there, 
they're nuts," 
predicted the auction 
would take in about $400 million 
Interior Secretary Thomas S. Kleppe 
has predicted the sale would bring in 
from $15 billion to $2 billion 
It is a gamble for the oil companies, on 
both technical and legal grounds 
The local governments lost a round 
last week when a federal judge in 
W a sh in g to n 
r e fu se d 
to 
g ra n t 
a 
preliminary injunction halting the sale, 
ruling the suit did not have a strong 
chance of success. But they are confi­ 
dent the political and ecological clim ate 
will favor them in the end. 
In addition, the oil companies must 
gamble that there is oil on the tracts they 
lease In a 1968 sale. Humble Oil paid $45 
million for a tract in the Santa Barbara 
Channel that produced nothing but dry 
wells, although the tract just to the north 
produced for the Union Oil Co 
What the oil companies have offered 
for the 231 tracts would not be learned 
until the bids were opened in a hotel 
room here by W illiam 
E. G rant, 
manager of the Pacific Outer Continen­ 
tal Shelf section of the Bureau of Land 
Management. 
The sale covers an area beyond the 
three-mile state limit. It stretches from 
20 m iles off Santa Barbara — scene of a 
disastrous oil spill in 1969 that gave im ­ 
petus to the antidrilling forces — past 
the Los Angeles metropolitan area to San 
Clemente, home of former President 
Richard Nixon, whose call for in­ 
dependence from Arab oil led to the 
sale.

The Secretary of State said it would be 
unacceptable if Russia, reaching beyond 
its normal zone of influence, acquired 
b ases in Angola. He w arned of a 
dangerous chain reaction that could be 
caused if intervention by one foreign 
power forced other nations to follow suit 


NATO sources said Kissinger would

Kallman explained he was taking this 
action - which conceivably could lead to 
a snarl that might not be ironed out prior 
to the Dec 29 deadline — because of in­ 
formation reaching him that Smith has 
“already mounted a campaign, collected 
and spent campaign funds, has printed 
campaign literature and has wide com ­ 
munity support ’’ 


There was som e speculation that 
should Kallman's move fail, the Second 
District supervisor and others on the 
board might join with Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher in negating the plan already ap 
proved This could put off redistricting 
for a year, it was conceded

In another m atter, the coun­ 
ty’s tough new sign ordinance 
proposals cam e under criticism 
Wednesday from the Sign Users 
Council of California, and the 
commission continued a public 
hearing to Jan 14 
The council s com m unity 


representative. Jerry Jackson, 
of Los A ngeles, said such 
enterprises as pizza parlors and

It would be difficult to believe 
Slater would pick a new com­ 
missioner from some remote 
part of his district, such as the 
remnants of the Santa Ynez 
Valley including Paradise, or 
the new sparsely populated 
coastal second home ranch area 
west of Gaviota. 


The new commissioner would 
have to come from the valley’s 
urban area, and it is con­ 
ceivable that Isla Vista would 
want direct representation, as 
it is the valley’s largest com­ 
munity.

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Lebanese rebels score big 
gains in heavy fighting 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (UPI I — 
Leftist militiamen, shrugging 
off a newly arranged cease-fire, 
seized three strategic hotels to­ 
day in a thundering assault on 
right-wing forces and Lebanese 
army troops 
Bolstered by the capture of 
two armored cars from the 
Lebanese army, the leftists 
shoved the rightists and com­ 
mandos back along the Beirut 
seafront — scene of the worst 
fighting in Lebanon’s eight- 
month civil war. 
At least 20 persons were 
killed and 40 wounded today, 
bringing casualties since the 
latest round of civil war flared 
Moqday to nearly 300 dead and 
500 wounded The total death 
toll since April was more than 
5,000 dead and 11,000 wounded. 
The lightning assault by lef­ 
tists gave them control of the 
Phoenicia Hotel and consolidat­ 
ed their hold on the fire-gutted 
St. Georges Hotel and the 
Alcazar. 
Right-wing Phalangists, only 
a few hundred yards away, 
clung to the 25-story Holiday 
Inn. a strategic building tower­ 
ing over the embattled sea­ 
front. 
T here w as no sig n of 
Lebanese army commandos in 
either the Holiday Inn or the 
Phoenicia Hotel — both held by 
army troops Wednesday. 
The army had been sent into 
the war zone to try and 
separate the battling militias. 
With daylight, a red flag 
waved above the Phoenicia and 
firing around the Holiday Inn 
dropped to sporadic sniper and 
machine gun duels. 
The cease-fire, which was to 
have taken effect at midnight 
Wednesday, was a shambles. 
“We will only stop fighting, 
when we want to stop.” said 
Abu Adell, a leftist spokesman 
“Every time we have stopped 
in the past, the Phalangists and 
the army come sneaking in to 
reinforce their positions at the 
Holiday Inn. 
“This is not going to happen 
again.” 
Premier Rashid Karami an­ 
nounced the surprise truce 
Wednesday, but the deadline 
passed with warring factions 
still b a ttlin g from th e ir 
seafront strongholds. 
Karam i's announcement fol­ 
lowed a meeting of the Coor­ 
dination Committee, composed 
of representatives of all 
political factions but boycotted 
by the main leftist parties. 
The prime minister said all 
parties had agreed to the cease­ 
fire and that suspects in a spate 
of killings last weekend would 
be h an d e d o v e r to the 
authorities. 
The leftists refused to com­ 
ment on the truce, saying they 
knew nothing about it “because 
we are boycotting the Coordina­ 
tion Committee meeting until 
the c rim in a ls are handed 
over.” 
The right-wing Christians 
said they would abide by the 
agreement, on condition it was 
obeyed by “the other side.” 
Leftists have accused the 
Christian-led army of joining 
the rightists in the war. and 
also blamed them for lobbing 
an incendiary bomb into the 40- 
year-old St. Georges Hotel.

LO N D O N (U P I) - Irish 
Republican A rm y gunmen 
holed up in a downtown apart­ 
ment broke their 36-hour 
silence today and resumed talks 
with police But they refused to 
discuss the condition of their 
two hostages. 
Police commander James 
Nevill went to the front door of 
the house where the hostages 
are being held and, speaking 
through a bullhorn, asked if the 
gunmen wanted a new portable 
toilet.

LONDON (U PI) - The Loch 
Ness monster — newly chris­ 
tened 
N e ssite ra s 
Rhom - 
bopteryx — may win protection 
as an endangered species even 
though many scientists don’t 
believe there is such a beast. 
A team of scientists that 
claims to have photographed 
the elusive prehistoric reptile 
presented their evidence to 
critics and supporters Wednes­ 
day at a seminar in the House of 
Commons. 
The fuzzy underwater pic­ 
tures — published in Nature, a 
leading scientific magazine — 
showed what appeared to be a 
creature with a horse-shaped 
head, a 6-foot flipper or fin and 
reddish, mottled skin. 
David James, a member of 
the House of Commons and 
sponsor of the seminar, said 
other members of Parliament 
interested 
in conservation 
would probably support a plan 
to protect Scotland’s most 
famous denizen as an endan­ 
gered species. 
Dr. Robert Rines, president 
of the Academy of Applied 
Science of Boston, and British 
naturalist Sir Peter Scott insist 
their pictures are evidence the 
lake contains a breeding family 
of prehistoric reptiles 42 to 62 
feet long with diamond-shaped 
flippers and a small head with 
“horn like protuberances.” 
They suggested the large rep- 
t ile s 
m ig h t 
h a v e 
been 


landlocked about 12,000 years 
ago when an arm of the sea was 
sealed off into a lake as the ice 
age melted away 
Rines and Scott said the 
monster should be given a 
scientific name as the first step 
in arranging legal protection 
They suggested Nessiteras 
(marvel of Loch Ness) rhom- 
bopteryx (with diamond-shaped 
flippers). 
But some scientists at the 
seminar scoffed at Rines' pic­ 
tures. taken by remote-control 
strobe-light cameras last sum­ 
mer. 
Dr. Gordon Shields of the 
British Museum of Natural 
History said he thought the con­ 
troversial fin belonged to a fish 
and estimates of its 6-foot 
length “are wildly out.” 


A group of five scientists 
from the British Museum is­ 
sued a statement that said, 
“None of the photographs is 
sufficiently informative to es­ 
tablish the existence, much less 
the identity of a large living 
animal in the Loch ” 


Dr. David Davies, Editor of 
Nature, was careful to point out 
that publication of the pictures 
did not mean his magazine sup­ 
ported Rines’ theories 
The 
magazine placed the three 
photographs and two drawings 
in its “Comment and Opinion" 
section where writers are free 
to express their own ideas.

PROSPECT, S.C. (U PI) - 
Deputies found an eighth body 
Wednesday — a child between 
two and four years old — buried 
near a swamp outside this farm 
village and said they would con­ 
tinue their search of the area. 
Three men have been charged 
with the murders of the only 
three victims yet identified, but 
no motive has been offered. 
Florence County Sheriff 
Frank Barnes said his men 
would be digging in the same 
area again today.

Edward V. Roberts. 36, a 
quadriplegic named to the 
$34.104-a-year post by Gov Ed 
mund G. 
Brow n Jr., has 
ordered that the department 
turn its priorities upside down 
to "help the people who really 
need it." 
Roberts says the department 
now will give first priority for 
vocational rehabilitation ser­ 
vices to the severely disabled in 
contrast to what he says was its 
past practice of concentrating 
services on persons with minor 
disabilities 
We (severely disabled) were 
considered vegetables a few 
years ago," Roberts said "The 
vegetables now are rising We 
want to show that severely dis­ 
abled persons can take charge 
of their own lives " 
The department’s mission is 
to help make physically and 
mentally handicapped persons 
more employable by providing 
special training, medical ser­ 
vices and special appliances,

Roberts, an easy-going man 
who 
e x e r t s 
c o n t a g io u s 
enthusiasm about his new job. 
lost the use of his arms and legs 
at age 14 because of polio 
He said his appointment as 
rehabilitation director in Octo­ 
ber marked the first time a 
quadriplegic had been named to 
a high-level position in either 
government or business 
He was co-founder and ex­ 
ecutive director of the Center 
for Independent Living, a 
Berkeley organization operated 
by the disabled to aid other dis­ 
abled persons. He said the 
center became a "national 
model" for similar programs. 
The former Burlingame resi­ 
dent said the departm ent 
"traditionally has played a 
statistical gam e" by aiding 
persons with easily remedied 
handicaps because it would 
produce statistics showing a 
high rate of success with little 
effort or expense 
"And routinely, people like 
myself, who had the most need, 
were rejected as unfeasible," 
said Roberts, adding the 
department considered such 
cases "m o re difficult and 
costly." 
Roberts said he refused to be 
rejected and "fought his way 
into the system." 
However, he said, thousands 
of people were turned down by 
the department over the years 
because the agency declared 
the severely disabled could not 
be rehabilitated due to the 
seriousness of their handicaps 
Roberts, who is confined to a 
wheelchair, said with help the 
severely disabled can overcome 
their handicaps and lead self-

S a fe r m e th o d of sterilization develop ed 


HOUSTON (U PI) - Doctors 
report that hundreds of opera­ 
tions across the nation show the 
use of a silicone-type ring to 
clamp the fallopian tubes is a 
much safer method of female 
sterilization than closing the 
tubes with electrical bums. 
One hundred and fifty such 
operations have been per­ 
formed at Baylor College of 
Medicine with no complica­ 
tions More than 450 have been 
carried out at Johns Hopkins 
University School of Medicine 
in Baltimore with only minor 
and infrequent complications. 
A former method of steriliza- 


tion used electricity to burn or 
cauterize the tube to close it, 
but minor skin burns and 
serious bowel bums sometimes 
occurred 
"The complication rate with 
the other method is not very 
high, but we re trying to reduce 
it to a minimum." said Dr. Carl 
J Levinson, associate profes­ 
so r 
of 
o b s t e t r i c s 
and 
gynecology at Baylor. 
The clamping method also 
may prove to he reversible, but 
Levinson said it will be years 
before that is known 
"It is proposed to the patient 
as not being reversible," 


Levinson said "We have had no 
experience with that yet. but 
since the only part of the tube 
that is involved is that part 
trapped by the ring and the 
remainder of the tube is left un­ 
injured, it may be possible to 
recombine the tube more easily 
with this method than one 
which has been burned ' 


He said only a small three- 
fourths inch incision is needed 
for the operation A telescope­ 
like medical instrument — 
called a laparoscope — is in­ 
serted into the pelvis to allow 
the physician to see the fallo­ 
pian tube and a tiny instrument

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
has completed hearings on the 
Supreme Court nomination of 
John Paul Stevens. Senate con­ 
firmation is expected before 
Congress adjourns next week. 


The U.S. Appeals Court 
judge, nominated by President 
Ford to fill the vacancy left by 
retired Justice W illiam 0. 
Douglas, is expected to win 
committee approval this week. 


The 55-year-old former Chica­ 
go attorney has won the support 
of both liberals and conser­ 
vatives on the 15-member panel 
and encountered no substantial 
opposition during his hearings. 


A Chicago businessman testi­ 
fied Wednesday that Stevens 
concealed information uncov­ 
ered during an investigation 
into a 1969 state Supreme Court 
scandal in which two justices 
resigned. 


Anthony R. Martin-Trigona 
said that Jerome Torshen, an 
assistant to Stevens when 
Stevens served as counsel to a 
special commission which in­ 
vestigated the scandal, told him 
the evidence would have forced 
two more justices to resign. 


Torshen, in a sworn affidavit 
submitted to the committee, 
called the charges “ false, 
malicious and scurrilous. No 
such statements were ever 
made.”

found not 


carcinogen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
once-popular artificial sweeten­ 
er cyclamate may not cause 
cancer after all, according to 
the preliminary findings of a 
government-sponsored panel of 
university professors. 
Three of five com m ittee 
members concluded Wednes­ 
day there is no evidence to show 
the sugar substitute is capable 
of causing cancer, as was 
suspected when cyclamates 
were taken off the market in 
1969. 
Two other scientists hedged a 
little and said there was a pos­ 
sibility cyclamates might be a 
very weak cancer causer. But 
committee chairman Arnold L. 
Brown said: “ We are confident 
that this is not a strong car­ 
cinogen (cancer causer) like 
tobacco smoking.” 
The panel, created by the 
National Cancer Institute at the 
request of the Food and Drug 
Administration, emphasized its 
findings were preliminary. But 
Brown, professor of pathology 
at M ayo M e d ic a l School, 
Rochester, Minn., said the final 
report expected Jan. 13 will 
represent Wednesday’s conclu­ 
sions.

From Russell Allen, our first contributor to the Cooking 
talents column comes his recipe for a delicious fruit cake, 
a generous sample of which he sent to the Record. “ Very 
easy to make’’ he declares, “ and you cannot make a mis­ 
take If you get a little more or less of the various in­ 
gredients, it doesn’t matter. Just watch the flour. Mix­ 
ture should not be thin but quite stiff. If too thin, add a lit­ 
tle flour. The flour is used however, only to hold the cake 


together.” 
6 eggs 
2 cups flour 
V2 tsp each allspice, cinnamon, cloves 
% tsp. soda 


»2 lb butter or margarine 
cup whiskey or brandy 
1 Ige. and 1 small pkg mixed fruits 
1 small pkg. cherries 
1 small pkg. orange peel 
Note: One can substitute the following fruits for those 
specified above: 1 lb. each dates, cherries, pineapple, 
plus white and dark raisins to make 1 lb. Mi lb. orange or 
lemon peel and citron if desired. 
With either fruit mixture, use 1 lb. pecans, Vt lb 
walnuts. Wi lb brazil nuts, or increase walnuts to 1 lb. 
Put fruit and nuts in bottom of mixing bowl. Combine 
spices, soda and flour. Dredge fruit in flour. M elt butter. 
Beat eggs and add sugar gradually; cream. Add butter 
and cream some more Add whiskey or brandy and heat 
but do not boil. Add to flour and fruit mixture, stirring 
from bottom until thoroughly mixed. 
Pour into tube pans or several small containers. Bake 
at 250-300 degrees about one hour or until a broom straw 
comes out clean. Put pan of water under cake as it bakes. 
Note: One can mix entire fruit mixture using both op­ 
tions. Set overnight in 1 or lV i cups of sherry wine and in­ 
crease (double) the first through seventh ingredients and 
pour into individual pans. These cakes make nice 
Christmas gifts.

The redistricting plan ap­ 
proved by the Board of Super­ 
visors includes a political 
trade-off by which the 'Hiird 
District supervisor, James M. 
Slater, extends his district 
westward to include Southern 
California Edis(Mi Co. coastal 
property east of Pt. Concepcion 
where a multi-million dollar 
liquid natural gas plant is ex­ 
pected to be sited. 
This was learned this week in 
the wake of approval by Slater 
and other supervisors — except 
H arrell F letcher of Santa 
Maria — to a revised plan 
which gave Board Chairman 
Francis H. Beattie virtually the 
entire Santa Ynez Valley for his 
Fourth District rather than a 
limited area stopping near the 
town of Santa Ynez. 
Confirmation that the wester­ 
ly extension of the Third 
District now takes in the liquid 
natural gas plant site along 
with the sprawling Hollister 
Ranch stretching along the 
coast from the Gaviota area 
almost to Cojo Bay came from 
John Stahl, administrative aide 
to Slater. 
T he p a rc e l b o u g h t by 
Southern California Eklison is 
adjacent to the Bixby Ranch 
property which is being held for 
possible future development as 
a recreational-residential com­ 
plex, according to county 
sources. 
Beattie could not be reached 
immediately for comment on 
the matter.

R e s o u rc e s 
c o n s e rv a tio n 
District which extends down 
the coastal area to the Ventura 
County line.

WASHINGTON ilJP I) - Dia­ 
betes affects 10 million Ameri­ 
cans and claims enoufih victims 
annually to make it the nation’s 
third ranking cause of death 
after heart disease and cancer, 
a study commission said today 
In its first report to Congress, 
the National ('ommission on 
Diabetes recommended the 
federal government triple re­ 
search spending to $126 million 
by fiscal year 1979 
Sen Richard Schwelker. R- 
F’a . praised the report for ac­ 
curately defining the magni- 


tude of diabetes in America for 
the first time 
"This is the 
necessary first step in the 
search for a cure.” he said 
t'ongress ordered the study in 
The National Diabetes Mellitus 
Research and Kducation Art of 
1974. which created the 17- 
member commission chaired 
by Dr 
Oscar Crofford of 
Vanderbilt University 
Among the commission find­ 
ings were 
An American born today 
who lives 70 years has a one-in 
five chance of getting diabotes. 


Diabetics are 25 times 
more susceptible to blindness 
than nondiabetirs, 17 times 
more liable to kidney disease, 
over five times more disposed 
to gangrene, and twice as prone 
to heart disease 
Women are 50 per cent 
more likely than men to have 
diabetes, nonwhites one-fifth 
more likelv than whites, and 
persons with incomes of less 
than $5.000 a year three times 
more likely than higher income 
persons 
Diabetes is rapidly increasing 


in prevalence, up more than 50 
per cent between 1965 and 1973, 


Still puffing 


It IS estimated that 
Americans will smoke about 
605 billion cigarettes in 1975 - 
about 2.5 per cent more than 
in 1974 
The growth rate, 
however, appears to be slow­ 
ing somewhat Consumption 
of cigarettes increased about 
5 per cent a year between 1918 
and 1973, about twice the rate 
projected for 1975, The 
Conference Board notes. 


the report said. Last year 38,000 
persons died directly from the 
disease and evidence indicates 
as many as 300,000 persons died 
from its complications. 


The commission also recom­ 
mended creation of nationwide 
diabetes research and educa­ 
tion centers 


Schweiker said the education­ 
al effort would be directed in 
part to dispelling a misconcep­ 
tion that insulin has brought 
about a cure for diabetes

RCA Satcom , 
w eighing 2,000 pounds and 
capable of handling a s many 
24.000 one-way voice circuits or 
24 sim ultaneous television cir­ 
cuits, will be launched into or­ 
bit from Cape C anaveral, F la., 
Dec. 11 aboard a m odified Thor- 
Delta rocket 
W hen

s e t t l e s 
in to a 
stationary orbit 22,500 m iles 
above the 
equator directly 
south of Los Angeles, Satcom 
will be able to relay communi­ 
cations through an eliptical 
beam from any point in the 
United States to any other, in­ 
cluding H awaii and Alaska. 


“ It will be ju st as easy to 
transm it m essages from Los 
Angeles to New York a s it is 
from San F ran c isco to Los 
A ngeles." according to Philip 
Schneider, Satcom System s ex­ 
ecutive vice president 
Since D ecem ber, 1973, RCA 
G lobal C om m unications and 
RCA Alaska Com m unications 
have been leasing lim ited chan­ 
nels from 
W estern Union s 
W estar and Canada s T elesat 
for its Alaska com m unication 
sy stem . Ground statio n s at 
A n ch orage. Ju n e a u , N om e, 
B e th e l, P ru d h o e B a y and 
Valdez pick up the signals from 
the satellite and feed them into 
local telephone com pany cir­ 
cuits 
Other ground statio n s are 
already in operation at Valley 
Forge, P a., and Point R eyes, 
C alif., and new stations are

planned at Los Angeles. C hica­ 
go. Houston Washington. D.C., 
Seattle and in Hawaii. 
“ With Satcom . we are at the 
beginning of a new era of com ­ 
m unications capability in the 
United S ta te s." Schneider said 
F or instance, he said, Satcom 
will allow instant com m unica- 
ions between oil drilling plat­ 
form s or ships far at sea and 
their home office, allow schools 
and universities to establish 
two-way com m unications with 
a centrally-located data bank, 
or library, and perm it low-cost 
transm ission of data between 
bank branches and the home of­ 
fice. 
“ Through satellites, drilling 
ships hundreds of m iles off­ 
shore can stay in constant com ­ 
m unications with shorebased 
h eadquarters," Schneider said. 
“ Even when these ships move 
from site to site, the link re­ 
m ains unbroken. 


“ The driller's acc ess to ex­ 
pert advice will not be delayed 
by congestion on a circuit, in­ 
terferen ce from w eath er or 
w aiting for the establishm ent of 
a circuit.

FDA orders six more 
recalls of pimientos 


Mail to Santa setting a record 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Food and Drug A dm inistra­ 
tion today announced six m ore recalls of canned Spanish 
pim ientos — nearly 23.000 c a se s in all 
The latest action brought to 30 the num ber of such recalls 
in the past year. 


The products were taken off the m arket because the acid 
content in the pim iento cans w as not high enough to prevent 
possible bacterial growth, including the potential for deadly 
botulism poisoning 


No deaths or injuries have been associated with the 
problem to date, the FDA said 


Pim ientos are low-acid foods which need special p ro cess­ 
ing The FDA said the problem developed because a high 
heat treatm ent, which destroys bacterial spores and is nor­ 
m ally used for canned food, cannot be used on certain low 
acid foods such a s pim ientos 


The agency said it now has forbidden entry into this coun 
try of pim ientos packed by 22 firm s 
The FDA provided the following list of products recalled

A refugee from politics

• Drivin' myself into an ear­ 
ly grave, sorry to say," said 
Larrv O'Brien, lighting another 
cigarette with the snap of a 
match 
But I am down to two 
packs a day 
Larry O'Brien has. as the rest 
of us. his daily struggles, and 
his concomitant tragedies and 
triumphs 
Some of his triumphs are on 
symbolic display in his new of­ 
fice. where he is the new com­ 
missioner of the National 
Basketball Association On the 
wall in a glass-enclosed case 
are 221 fountain pens 
They 
were used by Presidents Ken­ 
nedy and Johnson to sign 221 
major domestic bills into law 
O 'B rie n , 
then 
special 
Presidential 
assistant, 
was 
credited with helping persuade 
Congress to enact legislation 
that ranged from civil rights to 
federal aid for education to 
Medicare to minimum wages. 
His tragedies are not so dis­ 
played. One may catch a 
glimpse of them in his eves, at 
times, but one must look closely 
behind his glasses, and under 
the reddish-blond, ample and 
straggly eyebrows And even 
then the wateriness sometimes 
is not from sadness but from 
smoke. 
He was. as far as he knows, 
the only man (‘‘by an act of 
God") that was on the scene at 
the assassinations of both Jack 
and Bobby Kennedy. And it was 
his office as chairman of the 
Democratic National Commit­ 
tee that 
the n otorious 
Watergate burglars entered and 
bugged 
"The assassinations." said 
O 'B rien , “ were horrible 
aberrations. I believe. But the 
Watergate affair was a careful, 
insidious plot to corrupt our 
form of government It depres­ 
sed me terribly, and I still feel 
shaken by it." 
He said he had been proud to 
be a politician, but after 
Watergate he just wanted to es­ 
cape from it When last June he 
was offered the commissioner’s 
post (with a salary of $150,000 a 
year), he accepted. 


‘‘Going into the private sec­ 
tor, as we call it. was a very, 
very hard transition,” he said 
He lectured, he wrote an 
autobiography called, ironical­ 
ly. ‘‘No Final Victories.” “ I 
had had a certain level of in­ 
volvement in politics of many 
years — it was so total — like a 
crusade, that days meant 
nothing, months meant nothing, 
every drop of adrenalin was 
flowing 
"Now. I am not denigrating

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Pristine Santa Ynez Valley 
is invaded by (shh) smog 


THE BEH ER HALF

County supervisors were in­ 
formed Monday that the year­ 
long environmental monitoring 
of the Santa Ynez Valley shows 
that three pollutants currently 
exceed the Federal or state 
standards under severe 
meteorological conditions The 
study revealed, however, that 
air quality problems were 
heightened by pollutants com­ 
ing into the valley from outside 
sources 
“ Ozone, particulates and 
reactive hydrocarbons” were 
cited as the pollutants iden­ 
tified in a location that has been 
considered as pristine among 
Southern California valleys, ac­ 
cording to the consultant firm 
of AeroVironment, Inc., of 
Pasadena, engaged by the 
county to conduct the study at a 
fixed price of $49,976 Ozone ex- 
ceedences were found to be 
“ surprisingly frequent ” 
The study fell short of tracing 
ozone and its forerunners, 
hydrocarbons and nitrogen ox­ 
ides, a “ good deal” of which 
were found to be already in the 
air mass when ozone entered 
the valley 
County Knvironmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reyonlds said 
that due to the “ limited scope” 
of the study, the sources of the 
pollutants were not 
in­ 
vestigated and identified 
Lai Raboolal, manager of air 
quality studies of AeroViron­ 
ment, said a “ larger study is 
needed to determine the 
sources.” 
While there has been some 
speculation in the past that the 
valley's air quality problems 
might be heightened by pollu­ 
tants blowing in from north 
county urban and industrial 
areas to the north and west, or 
even via Gaviota and Refugio 
passes. Baboolal did not draw 
any inferences other than to say 
the ozone problem in particular 
“ couldn’t identify with local 
sources...and we couldn’t tell 
where it is coming from.” 
Asked if the pollutant drift 
might be coming from U.S 101 
from the south or west, 
R ab o olal 
said 
m e re ly 
"Highway 101 isn’t the only 
culprit.” 
He did say, however, that 
days of adverse meteorological 
conditions and high tourist traf­ 
fic combined to cause negative 
readings 
Baboolal said prevailing west 
winds sweeping the valley do 
purge the central valley areas 
somewhat, but “ this causes a 
higher ozone reading at the 
lower (east) end of the valley.” 


Reversal of night air flows 
then could cause a “ sloshing ef­ 
fect” of pollutants coming back 
across the valley again at times 
of high ozone count, he added 


There was no mention made 
that the pollution findings are in 
any way detrimental to health 
at the occasional higher levels 
found 


All “ identifiable pollution 
sources.” including auto ex­ 
haust and stationary stiurces 
were “ reckoned with” in the 
study, said Baboolal. 


ReN-nolds said that modeling 
studies by Pacific Knvironmen­ 
tal Services (a subcontractor of 
AeroVironment) “ show that 
ozone values m 1995 due solely 
to sources within the valley will 
be lower than those in 1974,” 
but that they will continue to 
exceed standards, in all 
likelihood, due to ozone and its 
forerunners coming into the 
va lle y 
“ from e x tern a l 
sources.”

The Board of Supervisors ex­ 
pressed interest this week in 
getting support from other 
counties to amend current 
legislation in such a way as to 
obtain possibly an additional 
$15 million annually in 
revenues from petroleum ac­ 
tivity in the county 
Oil activity presently is tax­ 
ed on a current assessed value 
of produceable oil, with about 
$6 million in revenue netted by 
the county. 
The additional revenue might 
be gleaned, according to a 
report by the administrative of­ 
fice, by a business license tax 
on oil produced within the coun­ 
ty’s jurisdiction, on the order of 


city petroleum taxing or­ 
dinances as utilized by cities in 
the Los Angeles and Orange 
County areas 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D Johnson had the mat­ 
ter referred to his office Oct 27 
by the county supervisors 
Johnson said advice from the 
county counsel’s office is that it 
does not appear legally possible 
for the county to impose an oil 
tax at this time He said the oil 
industry could be expected to 
“ vigorously oppose” a business 
license tax on top of assessed 
valuation tax 
“ This could be double tax­ 
ation,” Johnson mentioned 
But Supervisor Robert E. 


Kallman felt the county 
shouldn’t be deterred in trying 
for something the Southern 
California cities were doing. 
The board then approved his 
proposal to contact the County 
Supervisors Association of 
California and the county’s 
legislative representatives for 
possible action in getting an 
amendment to current legisla­ 
tion allowing such a county tax.

F o r those who haven’t received their 
renew al notices yet, or for others who 
would like to know why they w ere given 
short or long renew al periods, the gam e 
w orks this w ay: 
On the DMV gam e ch art, you run 
down the alphabet to find the m iddle let­ 
ter on your autom obile licen se plate 
Once you have found this, you m ove 
horizontally to the right until you find 
your license p late's m iddle num ber. 
Then you m ove vertically up that colum n 
and at the top you’ll find the month and 
y ear in which your registration will ex­ 
pire

SAN DIEGO (UPD - Ed­ 
ward Omens figures he hypnot­ 
izes at least 500 persons a year, 
but his stage isn't a nightclub 
nor his subjects a fun-seeking 
audience 
Omens is a dentist who uses 
hypnosis as an everyday tool of 
medicine to relax apprehensive 
patients and. in the process, 
perform nearly painless work 
on their teeth with little or no 
anesthetic 
"Sitting in the chair, the 
patient's overriding emotion is 
fear — fear of the pain, of the 
shot to dull that pain, the noise 
and the expense," Omens said 
in an interview 
When I found out about hyp­ 
nosis. I realized it was an exten- 
tion of all doctors' desires to 
make the patient more comfor­ 
table. because with the patient 
comfortable, the doctor is able 
to perform the treatment more 
successfully." 
Omens, a 35-year-old. serene­ 
ly spoken dentist of 10 years, 
began using hypnosis on pa­ 
tients one ami a half years ago 
and uses it on 75 per cent of the 
eight to 15 patients he sees dai­ 
ly 
One quarter of those patients 
require no local anesthetics for 
treatment like drilling or ex­ 
tracting a tooth, and half need 
only a small amount of 
anesthesia. 


"Even though a local anes­ 
thesia is administered, it 
doesn t mean the patient isn’t 
properly hypnotized," he said 
"The value of hypnosis is that it 
can be administered easily to 
make the patient very comfor 
table 
For many, just the 
thought of getting the needle 
makes them upset." 
Omens said his patients, who 
find their teeth "feeling like a 
block of wood" and hear the 
noise of a drill as a distant buzz­ 
ing. "are actually amazed that 
dentistry can be done so com­ 
fortably." 
Omens took his formal train­ 
ing at the American Institute of 
Hypnosis in Los Angeles and is 
now a member of the San Diego 
Society of Clinical Hypnosis He 
lectured recently to physicians, 
dentists and psychologists on 
the application of hypnosis in 
their various fields 
"Physicians have used a form 
of hypnosis for years — it's 
called chairside or bedside 
manner 
Formal hypnosis is 
just an extension of that ability 
of the doctor to give sugges­ 
tions to relax patients and make 
them more receptive to 
treatment." 


Omens said patients exposed 
to hypnosis for the first time 
usually view it with skepticism 
and mistrust "because they as­ 
sociate it with hocus-pocus."

SONOMA (UPI) - Major 
corporations, fearing increased 
kidnap attem pts on their top ex­ 
ecutives in the United States 
and abroad, are sending com­ 
pany chauffeurs to a race- 
driving school to learn escape 
techniques 
The antikidnaping course, 
three days for $412.50, is offered 
by former international race 
driver Bob Bondurant at his 
school 40 miles north of San 
Francisco. 
"It all began one and a half 
years ago when a major inter­ 
n atio n al oil com pany got 
worried after an American ex­ 
ecutive and his chauffeur were 
kidnaped and m urdered in 
South A m erica,” said Bon­ 
d u r a n t , 42, a n a t i v e of 
Evanston, III. 
"The oil company contacted 
me at my school for high per­ 
formance driving They wanted 
to have a little life insurance by 
having their drivers prepared- 
just in case 
We taught the 
chauffeur of the chairman of 
the board 
Since then, about 75 chauf­ 
feurs employed by big corpora­ 


tions or wealthy individuals 
have taken the course Bondur­ 
ant sends the employers writ­ 
ten evaluations of their drivers, 
and some chauffeurs have been 
replaced 
"The corporations now real­ 
ize a chauffeur can save the 
lives of their people,” he said. 
Bondurant, a stocky, dark- 
haired man who was brought up 
in Westwood, Calif., is proud 
that no one has been injured in 
the antiterrorist course—and

most pleased when one of his 
students escapes simulated pur­ 
suit in the final test. 
That test takes place at night 
and is a high-speed chase in 
which Bondurant’s instructors 
pursue the student chauffeur 
around the hilly track at Sears 
Point International Raceway, 
where the school is located 
"One night,” says Bondurant, 
"one of our students crested the 
top of a hill during the chase, 
and then as he went down the 
other side he turned off his 
lights trying to escape, did a 
180-degree turn, pulled off into 
the grass—and my instructor 
went by and didn’t even see 
him. I felt proud ” 
Bondurant started his school 


7*4 years ago and until the anti­ 
kidnaping course he con­ 
centrated mainly on training 
race drivers, people who drive 
sports cars and others who just 
wanted to improve their high­ 
way ability. 
"The Corporate Chauffeur’s 
Course." as he calls the three- 
day antihijacking session, com- 


bines elements of all these clas­ 
ses There is police-style pur­ 
suit. racing and stunt driving 
"We teach skid control, high 
speed cornering technique and 
sharp braking.” he said. "Then 
we put the drivers through 
chases and maneuvers with ob­ 
stacles." 
The chauffeurs use their cor- 


poration cars—mostly Cadillac 
li mo u s i ne s—and a r e 
put 
through front, rear and four- 
wheel lockups, 180 and 360 
degree turns, recovery drills 
and an oil-slicked skid area 
"It’s not the kind of thing a 
chauffeur would do—unless he's 
trying to save his boss’ life,” 
said Bondurant
